District Court conspiracy trial of Mitchell 
and former Commerce Secretary Maurice 
Stans. 
Sears has denied that he tried to fix the 
Vesco case through Mitchell, after Vesco 
secretly contributed $200,000 to President 
Nixon’s re-election campaign.

codefendants. 
Sears 
was 
granted 
immunity 
from 
prosecution 
for 
his 
testimony. Vesco is a fugitive, reportedly 
in the Caribbean. 
Sears, who is former majority leader of 
the New Jersey Senate, has said that Vesco 
contributed $50,000 to his unsuccessful 
campaign for the GOP gubernatorial 
nomination in New Jersey. 
He also said Vesco had given him a 
$60,000-a-year job on his legal staff and 
had presented him with $10,000 for helping 
him get out of jail in Switzerland on one 
occasion. 
Questioned by Asst. U.S. Atty. John 
Wing. Sears was asked whether he didn’t 
feel in debt to Vesco. 
‘‘He had me in no box, and, by the way, 
no pocket," Sears replied.

“I never felt in a box which would put 
me in a position where I would do 
anything illegal or immoral because of my 
debt,’’Sears said.

Amendment to death 
penalty bill rejected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
today rejected an amendment to take 
the mandatory death sentence provisions 
out of a bill to restore capital punishment 
under federal law. 
The 47-41 vote provided the first test of 
strength in the controversy over the 
legislation. 
Sen. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., floor 
manager of the bill, told his colleagues 
that "if you want no death penalty, you 
should support this amendment." 
Adoption of the amendment, he said, 
would make further Senate action on the 
bill “ an exercise in futility” because it 
would permit the discretion in imposing 
the death penalty that the Supreme Court 
has condemned. 
Sen. Floyd K. Haskell, DColo., author of 
the amendment, disputed this. He said a 
judge should have discretion in imposing 
the death penalty to prevent “ terrible 
injustices.” 
Haskell said he feels the death penalty 
should be retained as a deterrent but 
could not vote for a bill having "a 
mechanical test” under which a man could 
lose his life. 
McClellan said he would like to provide 
for some discretion, but he said that is 
. "the very evil this bill seeks to coiTect.” 
The measure is designed to overcome a 
1972 Supreme Court decision that the 


death penalty has been applied in too 
random a manner to be constitutional. 


The measure would make the death 
penalty mandatory in capital cases if any 
of a number of aggravating factors exist 
unless one of five mitigating factors also 
was present. 
Haskell’s proposed amendment would 
let a judge impose a death sentence in 
these circumstances but would not re­ 
quire it 
The question of whether aggravating or 
mitigating factors are present would be 
determined by a jury in a separate 
proceeding after a trial in which a 
defendant was convicted or entered a 
guilty plea

No one has yet proved that 


the protein sprays for hair are 
dangerous. However, there is 
the concern the protein may 
sensitize a person to a particular 
protein, and. at a later date, 
when the person gets a shot 
with that protein in it — say for 
a vaccination — he may have a 
bad reaction. 
Hair is largely built from 


protein I don’t see any way the 
protein added to the hair can do 
anything more for the hair than 
coat it. In this sense it is much 
like a covering of nail polish to 
harden nails. Some of the nail

though, are very effective. It 
would have to be an individual 
matter. If it makes a person’s 
hair look better and they want 
to use it then it might be worth 
it.

and Soviet diplomats may forge 
in their second round cif tallcs 
now under way in Geneva 
But so far, one senior official 
said, “ The hard fact is that 
SALT II has shown little prog­ 
ress." 
Both Secretary of Defense 
James R Schlesinger and So­ 
viet Defease Minister Andrei 
Grechko have shown they are 
dubious about prospects for de­ 
tente, a real end to the long 
cold war. 
In 
the 
temporary 
SALT 
agreement 
.signed 
in 
1972, 
American 
negotiators 
rested 
'‘their confidenc*e in U.S. tech­ 
nology when they corK*eded a 
hefty numerical bulge to the 
Russians in land-based inter­ 
continental 
ballistic 
missiles 
( IC B M s ) 
and 
submarine- 
launched missiles. 
In effect, they believed Rus­ 
sian advantages in numbers 
and size of missile launchers 
were offset by the better ac­ 
curacy of U.S. weapons and, 
most important, the U.S. ability 
to mount clusters of warheads 
on American missiles. 
The 
interim SALT agree­ 
ment, while limiting numbers 
of missile launchers, placed no 
curbs on warheads and left 
both countries free to develop 
sophisticated improvements. In 
other words, the SALT pact 
allowed the technological race 
to continue. 
By last summer, only a little 
more than a year after that 
first SALT agreement was com­ 
pleted. the Soviets demonstra­ 
ted that they had caught up 
with the United States in the vi­ 
tal technique of arming thei" 
ICBMs with multiple warheads 
that could be aimed at separate 
targets (MDRVs).

Russian missile tests, U.S. de­ 
fense officials say they are sur­ 
prised at how fast and how far 
the Russians have come. 
The Soviets have tested four 
new ICBMs, three of them with 
M IRVs.

becau.se several of 
these advanced types of mis­ 
siles have two or three times 
the “ throw weight” they had 
anticipated — which means the 
missiles can hurl more nuclear 
warheads packing more power.

which translates into greater 
accuracy.

NEW YORK (NEA) - The 
scene: a sub urb an filling station 
in an Eastern state. The time: 
early morning, as a 4(H:ar line 
of motorists waits impatiently 
togas up. 
Two b usinesslike gentlemen 
with printed order b ooks start 
at the b ack of the Une and move 
forward on foot giving each 
driver the welcome news: 
"We’re trying to speed this 
up, so tell us how many gallons 
you want. Pay now and show 
this receipt to the man at the 
pump. He'll fill you right up. 
Thank you!” 
Naturally, they collect a lot (rf 
cash. And, of course, when the 
motorist shows his receipt to 
the man at the pump, the whole 
thing turns out to b e a con 
game. 
Wherever gasoline is in short 
supply and filling station lines 
are long, gangs of crooks will 
victimize thousands of drivers a 
day. But, when it comes to the 
energy crisis, this is mere 
peanuts. 
What 
the 
master 
planners oi the national crime 
syndicate are already doing, or 
getting ready to do, make these 
con games penny-ante stuff. 


At the moment, according to 
law enforcement crfficers, the 
most lucrative "scram" the 
mob is working is to hijack 
entire tank trucks of gasoline to 
order. It works this way: 
A local filling station owner b 
told 
oi 
a 
b lack 
market 
telephone drop taking illegal 
gasoUne orders. 
He calb the numb er and, no 
q i^tions 
asked, 
orders 
a 
delivery of, perhaps, 10,000 
gallons of high-tested fuel. 
The v(Mce on the telephone 
q uotes a price in the range of 50 
to 60 cents per gallon, with 
delivery time at ab out 2 a.m. on 
a Sunday morning. 


At the appointed hour a tank 
truck 
appears 
to 
fill 
the 
station’s underground tanks. 
The owner pays in cash. 


Next morning the station 
starts selling gasoUne at prices 
of from 65 to 80 cents per 
gallon. Customers rarely ask 
any more q uestions ab out this 
expensive windfall than the 
owner did ab out the source of 
the gasoline. 


If he had, he might have 
learned that a highly organized 
network filb his order. In most 
c a ^ the truck that deUvers to 
him has b een hijacked less than 
six hours b efore it b egins its 
round oi illicit deb veries, after 
which it will b e ab andoned. 
This is only the first move of

standing , whkh indudes co pies o f hank statements, car titles 
to determine auto mo bile wo rth, etc. He ex plained that this 
po licy b standardized acro ss the co untry to prev ent perso ns 
fro m fraudnlendy o btaiidng S 9 pay ments. 


Just hecanse y o ur mo ther b no t elig ible fo r So cial Security 
pay ments do es no t necessarily mean that she will no t be 
elig ible fo r SSI pay ments, which repbces the federal o ld ag e 
assistance, aid to the Mnd, and aid to the to tally and 
permanently disabled pro g rams fo rmerly o perated under the 
superv isio n o f co unty Welfare o ffices. 


Q — Now that the reapprab al of Pettis County is under 
way, we are b eing asked to let the professional appraisers 
inspect the interior of our houses. Do we have to allow this? 
- J R . 


A — Yo u may no t be leg ally co mpelled to let them into 
y o ur ho use, but it pro tebly will be to y o ur adv antag e to do 
so . 
"If tbey do n’t let us in, we’re no t g o ing to fig bt them,” said 
Mark Speaker, pro ject directo r fo r tbe Co ntinental Appraisal 
Co . "But either way , we’re g o ing to appraise tbe pro perty .” 
Speaker said if appraisers are refuaed entry into a ho use, 
the hmise b all likeliho o d will be rated Ug her than ib actual 
wo rth "fo r the pro tectio n o f tho se who co o perate.” 
He ex plained that if an appraiser b denied entry , be wo uld 
no t kno w whether the structure co ntained an unfinbhed o r 
finbhed basement. Ho wev er, the bo use will be ev aluated as 
hav ing a fiidshed bascmem which, in turn, wo uld co ntribute 
to a hig her v aluatio n. In o ther wo rds. Speaker said, 
whenev er there’s a do ubt and the appraiser bn’t allo wed to 
inspect the premises, the pro perty will be ev aluated at a 
hig her fig ure. Pro secutii^ Atto rney Gary Fleming said he 
kno ws o f no state statute wUch requires ho meo wners to 
permit inspectio n o f their pro perty .

Italian railroad to 
reduce free riders

M ILAN, Italy (AP) — Stretch 
your feet. Relax. Take the train 
in Italy. 
A 40d-mile second class trip 
from Milan to Rome still costs 
only $8. The same trip by car 
costs more than $20 in gas and 
tolls in Italy. A comparable 
train trip in Britain costs $15, 
in Holland and West Germany, 
$18. 
But 
to 
provide 
this 
in­ 
expensive service, Italy’s state- 
controlled rail company goes 
into debt about $3 million a 
day. 
And it probably won’t be so 
inexpensive in the near future. 
To cut its deficit, the com­ 
pany first declared war on free 
riders — about 10,000 persons, 
many of them war veterans. 
Thousands of others, mainly 
state employes, have discounts 
amounting to 80 per cent of the 
fare. 
The company hopes that re­ 
ducing the number of free rid­ 
ers and those with hefty dis­ 
counts will bring in at least an 
extra million dollars a day. 
In addition, the government 
is considering an undisclosed 
boost in prices for passengers 
and cargo. Over the same dis­ 
tance. trains are 50 per cent 
cheaper in Italy than in any 
other European nation. 
Plans also call for replacing 
compartmentalized 
passenger 
cars with,less expensive motor 
coaches which can carry more 
people. 
A rail official in Milan notes 
that while passenger service re­ 
quires a lot of personnel, pas­ 
senger trains themselves have 
a limited life span 
“ Freight cars, on the other 
hand, have a longer life span 
and require less maintenance 
and cargo by train can be a 
real business for the railway 
company if present lines could 
be doubled.’’ he says. 


At present, the Italian freight 
service is slow, however, since 
passenger trains have priority 
on the already overcrowded 
tracks. A box car can take 
more than a month to travel 
from Paris to Milan, and this 
discourages business. 
It is considered unlikely the 
railway company will cut the 
number of passenger trains, 
since 
rising 
motoring 
costs 
brought on by oil supply prob­ 
lems are expected to boost pas­ 
senger volume on trains. 
In 1973, passengers averaged 
975,000 daily and the figure is 
expected to rise 3 per cent by 
1976.

ST LOUIS (AP) 
A pro­ 
posed abortion clinic at Wash­ 
ington University received a 
permit Tuesday from the city’s 
Board of Public Service 
The clinic, which will be part 
of a U S. State Department-fun­ 
ded training program in obstet­ 
rics for foreign doctors, will be 
the third to begin operations in 
St Louis since last year's U S 
Supreme Court ruling on abor­ 
tion 
But unlike the first abortion 
clinic in the city. Dr R Dean 
Wochner. hospital commission­ 
er. said officials of the Wash­ 
ington University clinic have 
agreed to generally comply 
with city ordinances regulating 
clinic operations, even though 
the laws have not officially 
been put into effect 
Reproductive Health Serv­ 
ices. Inc.. the city’s unitial 
abortion clinic, has challenged 
the constitutionality of the ordi- 
nanc^es in several court suits. 
A. John Yoggerst. adminis­ 
trator in the medical school at 
the university, also pointed out 
that the performance of abor­ 
tions will only constitute a 
small portion of the clinic’s ac­

Merry-go-round 
The IRS hacks o ff 
fro m J ane Fo nda

WASHINGTON—Petite but pugnacio us 
J ane Fo nda 
has wo n 
her share 
o f 
scratching niatches with the armed fo rces, 
the FBI and o ther bastio ns o f go v ernment. 


The latest to feel her claws is the Internal 
Rev enue Serv ice, which at first rev o ked 
and then hastily reinstated a tax ex emptio n 
fo r her fav o rite antiwar charity . 


The sheepish tax autho rities secretly 
rev ersed themselv es, we hav e learned, to 
av o id hav ing to tell J ane ho w she and her 
friends were tailed, tapped and spied upo n. 


The go v ernment has dev elo ped a strange 
parano ia abo ut little Miss Fo nda, who se 
po litical ideas are unpo pular in the ruling 
circles. Giv en the “ plumber” mentality o f 
go v ernment, 
the 
appro priate agencies 
began keeping her under surv eillance. 


No t that she tried to hide her activ ities. 
On the co ntrary , the angry actress did her 
utmo st to keep in the spo tlight. But 
intrepid FBI agents carefully taped her 
remarks o n co ast-to -co ast telev isio n sho ws 
and then stamped the transcripts “ To p 
Secret. No Fo reign Disseminatio n. No 
Disseminatio n 
Abro ad. 
Co ntro lled 
Disseminatio n. 
Fo r 
Backgro und 
Use 
Only .” 


FBI agents also sat in the audience while 
she staged her antiwar perfo rmances. Her 
FBI file is stuffed with critiques o f the 
same perfo rmance by sev eral different sets 
o f FBI agents. 


They also grabbed her priv ate bank 
acco unts, witho ut the legal fo rmality o f 
o btaining a subpo ena. Upo n her arriv al 
ho me fro m abro ad o nce, she was detained 
o n pho ny charges lo ng eno ugh fo r Custo ms 
agents to co nfiscate and pho to co py her 
priv ate papers. 


To pro mo te her militant v iews, she 
jo ined o ther antiwar activ ists in spo nso ring 
the tax -ex empt United States Serv icemen’s 
Fund, which depended heav ily o n do no rs 
who giv e o nly to tax -ex empt o rganizatio ns 
The fund put up mo ney to defend dissident 
GIs, to o pen pacifist co ffee ho uses and to 
finance undergro und military newspapers. 


This o utraged the 1RS, which serv ed 
written no tice upo n the fund that its tax 
ex emptio n was in jeo pardy because it 
suppo rted GIs “ who o ppo se the Vietnam 
war and the use o f co nscriptio n,” no t to 
mentio n “ GI newspapers (which) cultiv ate 
dissent in the military .” 


The 1RS fo rthwith began an inv estigatio n 
no t o nly o f J ane Fo nda but o f o ther sho w 
peo ple who had entertained GIs at co ffee 
ho uses and had staged benefits fo r the 
fund. Amo ng tho se who suddenly fo und 
themselv es in tax tro uble were Dick 
Grego ry and Ellio t Go uld. 


Burglars repo rtedly acting under the 
aegis o f a law enfo rcement agenc7 also 
ransacked the fund’s files. The sto len 
do cuments were accepted by the Ho use 
Co mmittee o n Internal Security , which 
printed names o f the fund’s co ntributo rs. 


Once this dubio us gro undwo rk had been 
laid, 1RS Co mmissio ner J o hnnie Walters 
rev o ked the fund’s tax ex emptio n. Under 
federal co urt rules, the fund demanded all 
reco rds “ reflecting wire o r electro nic 
surv eillance” by the FBI, 1RS o r o ther 
go v ernment agencies against J ane Fo nda. 
Dr, Benjamin Spo ck, retired Brig Gen. H 
B. Hester and o ther pacifist spo nso rs. 


The fund also insisted upo n access to the 
“ impo unded” files o f ex -White Ho use aides 
H. 
R. 
Haldeman, J o hn 
Ehrlichman, 
Charles Co lso n, fo rmer Atto rney General 
J o hn Mitchell and Co mmerce Secretary 
Maurice Stans. The purpo se was to sho w 
that the go v ernment had been ho unding 
Fo nda and co mpany and that the 1RS 
actio n, therefo re, was purely po litical 


Faced with the po ssible ex po sure o f 
mo re 
White 
Ho use 
ho rro rs, 
the 
Administratio n passed do wn the wo rd 
quietly to kill the case. Acco rdingly , the 
serv icemen’s fund go t a sho rt priv ate no te 
a few day s ago fro m 1RS o fficial Geo rge 
Alberts.
